The Act imposes a temporary tax upon all retail sales of j 
tangible personal property at the rate of three per cent of 
the selling price. Sales of certain items are exempted from the © 
tax, including but not limited to sales of food products for © 
human use, articles of clothing, prescription medicines, agri- 
cultural machinery and certain publications. The statute con- 
tains specific provisions relating to the registration of vendors, 
the filing of returns and the payment of the amounts collected 
by such vendors. Vendors may apply to the State Tax Com- © 
mission for abatements of the amounts owed where they be- — 
lieve such amounts to be excessive, and decisions of the Com- 
mission on such applications may be reviewed by the Appel- — 
late Tax Board. The Commissioner of Corporations and Tax-

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MEDICARE 


To the Board of Selectmen, Millis, Massachusetts: 


This committee was appointed in June 1966 by the Town 
Moderator for the purpose of determining how the Town may 
best avail itself of the benefits of the Medicare program 
(Social Security Acts of 1965, Title 18), specifically in terms 
of Home Health Agency services (nursing and related sery- 
ices). The members represent a cross-section of the lay and 
professional population of Millis. 


The committee together with the board and staff of the 
present home health agency—the Millis Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation—has met monthly to explore the requirements, condi- 
tions and problems entailed in providing Medicare services. 
Much detailed work by the nursing staff under the guidance 
of the State Health Department has resulted in Federal certi- 
fication of the Millis V.N.A. as an approved Home Health 
Agency for purposes of Medicare reimbursement. However, 
further definition is required in terms of personnel policies, 
salary and benefit standards, and organizational structure to 
meet the demands for service and to provide a mechanism for 
cost accounting, claims processing and evaluation. The present 
small nursing staff, covering both community and school nurs- 
ing, working at substandard salary on an inadequate bud- 
get, does not have the secreterial and other overhead facilities 
to negotiate the non-nursing business functions involved in 
Medicare transactions. 


The above matters, including budgetary and organizational 
proposals, have been submitted to the appropriate Town of- 
ficials for advice and recommendations, and at this time await 
action in the form of articles to be drawn up and submitted 
for voting approval. In order for our citizens to receive Medi- 
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eare and later Medicaid benefits to which they are entitled, 
major decisions about fiscal, professional, and organizational 
_ improvements will have to be made.

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REPORT OF THE MILLIS 
LIBRARY BUILDING COMMITTEE 


As this report is being written (mid-January) the new 
Library Building is in final stages of completion, and moving 
day is, we dare hope, near at hand. This is the period when 
everything seems to go with exasperating slowness because 
the job is reduced to an infinite number of small details which 
all have to be attended to in a certain order. The carpet layer 
must wait upon the painter, the plumber on the linoleum 
man. Gradually these details are straightened out and every- 
thing falls into place. By the time this is being read, we trust 
that such concerns will be in the forgotten past and the Lib- 
rary will be installed and operating in its new quarters. 


The one major misfortune which befell the project was 
the delay caused by failure of a distant supplier to deliver 
the main structural beams on schedule. From late July when 
they were due until final delivery on September 29 all work 
on the building was, of necessity, at a stand-still. The Con- 
_ tractor, who was in no way to blame, suffered the greatest 
hardship, since he had somehow to occupy his work crews 
elsewhere yet have them ready to resume work at once when 
needed. From our point of view the hiatus obviously ended 
plans to move in during October and further delayed the 
finishing work by extending it into cold weather and shortened 
daylight hours. A side effect was that loaming and seeding of 
_ the grounds had to be postponed over the winter so that com- 
pletion of the project and closing of the financial books will 
run into next summer. 


Tt is not too early for your Chairman most warmly to attest 
to the cordial and cooperative spirit which has prevailed 
throughout between the Contractor, the Architects and the 
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Committee. Small differences which might have erupted were : 
invariably met with forbearance and goodwill. Even the 
strains of the long shut-down were survived in harmony. 


We are particularly grateful for the services of Mr. Charles — 
Mandell as Clerk of the Works. He has been most dilligently 
and effectively ‘on top of the job” throughout. From his ex- — 
perience and wisdom he has consistently foreseen and warned — 
of difficulties before they could arise, and his tact and good 
humor have helped immeasureably to scale all our problems 
down to manageable proportions. 


From first to last and at one time or another we have had 
occasion to call on practically every official and department 
of the Town for some bit of advice or assistance. All have ~ 
responded most helpfully and we are indeed grateful. We are 
especially indebted to the Moderator, the Selectmen and the 
Finance Committee for backing us up at various critical points 
and smoothing the way through some difficult areas.

HIGHWAY REPORT 
The year 1966 has been the busiest yet for your Highway 
Department. In addition to its regular routine work we have 
had six major projects to complete which are as follows: 


1. Union Street drainage from Daniels Street to Ruberoid 
Corner, 1100 ft. of 24” reinforced concrete pipe. 


2. Drainage at rear of Town Yard and new Library, 300 


ft. of 24” aluminum pipe and 180 ft. of 15” aluminum 
pipe. 3 
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Drainage on Village Street from Forest Road to the 
residence of Mr. Warren MacInnes, 650 ft. of 24” con- 
erete pipe. 

4. Sidewalks, 680 ft. of new sidewalk was constructed on 
Plain Street from the former residence of Mrs. Winth- 
rop Mandell to Village Street. Also, 1000 ft. of side- 
walk was resurfaced from the Nine to Nine Super 
Market to Clicquot Club Company driveway. 

5. A turn around with a diameter of 100 ft. was con- 
structed at the end of Dwight Street so that the school 
bus could pick up children from this area without back- 
ing up. 

6. Chapter 90 construction work on Dover Road was 
again the largest project your Highway Department 
had in 1966.

_ ments have been tenanted and a waiting list exists. The Hous- 
_ ing Authority owns sufficient land to expand these facilities 
_ when the waiting list deems it necessary. This State financed 


project has left no financial burden on the Town of Millis. The 
eccupants are first selected from among the Millis Residents, 
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65 years of age or older, having an income not exceedin 
$2500 per single person or $3000 per couple. To be placed on

In an effort to maintain a fair wage scale, to eliminate ine- — 
quities, to make clear and certain the benefits of the Town ¢ 
of Millis employees, this committee has been and will continue i 
to hold regular meeting until a final complete report and by- 


law can be presented to the town. 


We have solicited and obtained information from our — 
neighbor towns and from 80 towns in corresponding popula- — 
tion groups. We have examined model by-laws of other towns 
and have received help from the State Association of Munici- ~ 
pal Personnel Boards. We have attended the seminar at Dean © 
Junior College on the new collective bargaining statute. We 
have met with the selectmen and with department heads — 
both formally and informally to learn of and try to correct 
some of the most serious problems. 


We have researched and established that a cost of living 
increase should be granted in 1967 and have included this in 
our proposed wage schedule. We have anticipated and pro- 
vided for classifications and wage scales for the sewer de- 
partment which will have greatly expanded responsibilities. 
We confirmed, clarified and put in writing some of the em- 
ployee benefits which had been loosely interpreted by various 
departments and added some others. We prepared and dis- 
tributed questionnaires to the town employees for the estab- 
lishment of permanent personnel records which will be avail- 


able to the personnel board, selectmen and department heads 
when necessary. 


We are preparing a complete list of job descriptions which 
will require the cooperation of all employees, their supervisors 
and the selectmen. We intend to re-evaluate completely all 
town employee jobs and will make recommendations for wage 
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ehanges where appropriate. We will be available to any town 
employee for grievances that cannot be resolved through 
_ norma! channels or to any employee who otherwise wishes to 
discuss his employment. The committee is also carefully con- 
sidering the advantages and disadvantages of establishing 
‘a Public Works Department and hopes to present their report 
: of this at the next regular town meeting. The committee 
- hopes to have available to the town for next year a com- 
pleted personnel administration plan in printed form. 


It is the unanimous feeling of this committee that we have 
received excellent cooperation from all the town employees

_ of the injunction against the Board of Assessors in the Mare- 
- mount case. For some unknown reason, to this office at least, 
_ the agreed settlement entered into in good faith was never 
_ consumated and the matters are again pending in Court. 


In the Maremount case it appears that a final decree was 
_ entered in the original case determining the assessed valua- 
_ tion of the Maremount Corporation at $118,373.50. As of 
_ Jan. 1, 1965 the Board of Assessors assessed the valuation 
_ of Maremount Corporation at $260,400.00. I don’t believe 
i any explanation is necessary as to the reason the Maremount 
_ Corporation filed a Bill in Equity against the Board of As- 
 sessors. 


i As I did not approve of the actions of the Board of Asses- 
_ sors in the above cases of Brockton Taunton Gas and Mare- 


_ mount Corporation, I could not in good conscience repre- 
_ sent such Board. The Board of Assessors is being represented 


; by Attorney Bruce Stuart of this town. 


In the case of Douglas Anderson et al versus Board of 
Appeals the Norfolk Superior Court found that the Board of 
4 Appeals did not comply with Chapter 40a, section 18, and, 
_ therefore, held that the decision of the Board was null and 
void. As the case was not lost on the merits, the petitioner 
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was requested to again file application for a variance bul 
he declined to do so. : 


Two cases, Edward M. Walsh versus Board of Assessors 
and Frances Lyons versus Board of Assessors concerning ap- 
plications for abatement of real estate tax were entered with 
the Appellate Tax Board. These cases were also handled by — 
Attorney Bruce Stuart. Frances Lyons was given an exer 
tion of $345.00 by the said Board. I am sorry I have no i 
determination of Mr. Walsh’s case. 


There were also many controversies that were settled 4 
without the benefit of court action due to the intelligent 
handling of these matters by your Board and other Boards — 
so involved. ; 


Before I terminate this report I wish to again thank the : 
reporters, Fran Merkle of the Suburban Free Press, Grace — 
Dalton of the Milford Daily News, and Marjorie Whitecross 
of the Franklin Sentinel for their complete and impartial 
press coverage of news of our town and of their understand- 
ing of the necessity of executive committee meetings which 
are indulged in from time to time.

SCHOOL COMITTEE REPORT 
To the Citizens of Millis: 


Membership of your School Committee for the month of 
January and February in 1966 included the following: Hugh 
J. MeCarthy, Chaiman; Vera C. O’Neill, Secretary; John 
M. Ritchie, Financial Secretary; Robert W. McDonough, 
Associate Member, and Earl H. Merkle, Associate Member. 


Following the annual Town election the Committee held 
a special meeting and organized in the following manner: 
Robert W. McDonough, Chairman; Vera C. O’Neill, Secre- 
tary; Hugh J. McCarthy, Jr., Financial Secretary; Donald M. 
Kuhn, Associate Member, and John M. Ritchie, Associate 
Member. 
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During the school year the Principals were present, by 
invitation, to discuss personnel, programs, preliminary bud- 
gets, and curricula. 


The Committee voted to continue to operate Kindergartens. 
A recommendation of the Willis Report, a study of public 
education in the Commonwealth, recommends that kinder- 
gartens should be an integral part of every public school 
system. The State Department of Education is undertaking a 
study in this area and the Millis School Committee has par- 
ticipated by request. Mrs. O’Neill has represented the Com- 
mittee in this enterprise. 


The Committee authorized the continuation of the depart- 
mentalization of grades 5 and 6 in the areas of English, 
mathematics, history, geography, and science. 


Behind-the-wheel, an important phase of the Driver Edu- 
cation Program, has been continued after school hours for 
the third consecutive year. We are grateful to the Fred C. 
Browne Ford Agency of Walpole for making two cars avail- 
able for this purpose. 


Other youth and adult programs initiated, planned, and 
operated by the School Committee include the Summer Re- 
creational Progam which offers swimming and safety in- 
struction at the Ashland State Park, as well as supervised 
playground activity in the Town Park; Swimming (fall and 
spring) at Babson Institute; Evening Practical Arts Programs 
for adults. Courses are planned to meet the interests of the 


community, An Advisory Committee cooperates in this pro- 
gram. 


It is hoped that local organizations plan to follow School 
Committee policy which, in part, stresses the point that the 
facilities in the Clyde Brown and Memorial Schools rather 
than the Junior-Senior High School be used providing the 
facilities in the elementary schools meet their needs. 
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In keeping with School Committee policy, bids are pre- 


_ pared, advertised, and publicly opened by the School Com- 


mittee for the following purchases and contracts: bus, sup- 
plies, equipment, fuel, milk, bread, typewriters, etc. 


Special attention is given to the maintenance of school 
buildings and grounds, not only during the school year but 
during the summer as well. 


The Committee voted to allow student pictures to be taken 
for the second year at the elemenary level and for the first 
year at the secondary level. This had been discontinued but 
it was requested by parents that the plan be reinstated two 
years ago. It is definitely on a voluntary basis as to whether 
parents do or do not purchase the pictures. 


Pupil insurance is also offered on a voluntary basis to 
parents. Because of the numbers involved the rates are rea- 
sonable and serious consideration about participation in the 
program should be given by parents. At the opening of school 
each year, information concerning the program is made 
available. All claims to date have been honored which are in 
keeping with the coverage offered by the policy. 


The Committee continues to serve as co-sponsor of the 
Brownies, Cub Scouts, Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts, Explorers, 
and the American Legion Drum and Bugle Corps. 


The Committee has endorsed the participation of the local 
school system in many federal supported programs which 
included: Operation Headstart; Public Law 89-10 Titles I, II, 
and Ill projects and National Defense Education Act pro- 
grams. Details relating to these will be found in the Superin- 
tendent’s and Principal’s reports. It is certain that by partici- 
pation in these programs the Millis Public Schools have 
been able to extend their educational programs not only 
during the school year but during the summer. 
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The Committe is aware that much effort is exerted by the 
office of the Superintendent and Principals for these pro- 
grams to materalize. 


The Committee voted that Robert W. McDonough would — 
be the delegate at the annual meeting of the Massachusetts — 
Association of School Committees which was held at the | 
Belmont Hotel, Harwich, in October. He and Superintendent ~ 
Dr. George C. Roy attended this convention. The Committee 
maintains an active membership in the Area II School Com- 
mittee Association and attends its meetings regularly. 


The Committee participated in the Seminar for School ~ 
Committee Members co-sponsored by the Boston University 
School of Education and the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees. 


The Committee is pleased that the townspeople supported — 
the addition to the Junior-Senior High School. The coopera- 
tion of all parents, pupils, personnel, local associations, and ~ 
townspeople is appreciated during this building period. ; 


With the passage of the Collective Bargaining bill by the — 
General Court, the Committee has recognized the Millis 
Teachers’ Association, an affiliate of the Massachusetts 
Teachers Association, as the sole bargaining agent and is 
presently in the process of negotiations. 


The Committee has conducted several extra meetings and — 
has spent many extra hours studying and reviewing its budget 
and is convinced that its request is a minimum to operate 
efficiently and effectually the school system for 1967. 


The School Committee recommends that a committee be 
appointed to investigate land for school purposes and is pre- 
paring an article for the warrant to meet this need. 


In closing, the Committee wishes to extend its thanks to 
the members of the faculty, administrators, school personnel, 
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7 A merican Legion, members of the PTA, the Lions Club, and 
the townspeople for their cooperation and assistance in 
making the school year of 1966 beneficial and profitable.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Millis: 


Herewith I present my eighteenth report as Superintendent of Schools. 
It is the seventy-fifth report in a series of School reports which began 
1892. Included in my report are selections of the reports of the principz 
and excerpts from other key personnel. 


The following are statements or ideas taken from the various reports & 
of the department heads, coordinators, supervisors, and coaches: 


1. The Social Studies Department continues to strive to attain the 3 
objective of the public school system; i. e., to prepare responsible citizens. — 
To attain this goal the Social Studies Department has continued to study 
the curriculum in relation to the needs of the community, the nation and — 
the individual students. , 


The Social Studies Department plans to continue to study and revise 
its curriculum in the future. In doing this we plan to: 


a. Employ more extensive use of cooperative teaching within 
the department and with other departments 


b. Select materials and employ techniques of teaching to aid the 
underachiever as well as the academically talented student 


ce. Continue and expand student participation in community life.

2. The offerings in the area of mathematics for the school for the 4 


school year 1966-67 are substantially the same as those which were avail- q 
able in 1965-66. 


Four years of college preparatory mathematics are offered. A student 
who completes this series with a good grade in the top level should be 
ready for calculus at the college level. A student who completes this — 
Series with a good grade at the second level should be able to handle a ; 


mathematics course at the college level which might be required in a 
liberal arts program. 


We are currently offering an algebra-geometry sequence, open to — 
those 8th grade students who are not recommended for algebra, but who 
desire to follow the college curriculum. This sequence allows three years 
for the work in algebra and geometery, which is customarily done in two 
years. By pacing the work more slowly, it is hoped that the student will 
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be able to do the work successfully, and be ready for a second year of 
‘algebra in their senior year. 


Extension of mathematics into related areas is under consideration 
_ for Business, Shop, and Consumer Mathematics.

3. Again this year, there has been a marked increase in the number 
of students taking foreign languages. There are now five Latin classes, 
five Spanish classes, and seven French classes. Of the seven French 
_ elasses, three are divisions of French I. In all Spanish and French classes 
the audio-lingual approach to foreign language instruction is being em- 
ployed; therefore, all French and Spanish classes are primarily oral, and 
all of these classes use the language laboratory a minimum of three 
twenty-minute periods per week. 


In the language laboratory, the students tape for ten minutes, and 
then they listen to their individual tapes for an additional ten minutes. 
_ In listening to their tapes, the students hear the recording of the master 
: tape and also their own individual voices and consequently they are able 
Fi to correct whatever errors that have been made. Likewise, since the stud- 
_ ents are each working independently in their separate booths, the teachers 
_ may work with any one student without interfering with the progress of 
the remainder of the class.

5. We serve more and more pupils each year in our school library, — 
and we supplement an ever growing and ever changing curriculum. Our 
pupils are maturing in an ever-changing society. All these challenge a ~ 
school library. ; 


Again this year, we have made use of federal funds and we added over _ 
200 volumes with this money. The Audio-Visual Department also pur- 
chased, with ESEA funds, a set of filmstrips on the use of library tools 


and materials. These were more useful in the orientation classes for 7th 
grade pupils. 


We have continued to provide library instruction this past year. The 
7th grade pupils were brought to the library during their English classes” 
for an orientation unit which included the use of basic library tools. 
Both their English and social studies teachers gave them long-range as- 
signments to reinforce these skills. Eighth grade English classes were given 


a review of those skills taught last year, as well as an introduction to 
new library tools. 


We have scheduled periods for 11th and 12th grade English pupils 
to familiarize them with the reference books and the general books which | 
they will need to consult in writing their long-range research papers. 
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_ There will be workshop and lecture periods scheduled for other classes 
_ throughout the year. as the need arises in their regular classes,

6. The Industrial Arts Program gives an introduction to the basic 
skills and knowledge which are a part of modern industry. In addition, 
the program is also of practical value for household maintenance and 
through its introduction can become an enjoyable hobby. 


In all Industrial Arts courses the main emphasis is placed on shop 
safety and cleanliness. Also, of major importance are the proper tech- 
niques of using hand tools and power machines, good design and func- 
tional construction of projects, being acquainted with the latest materials 
and methods, and consumer education. 


The Industrial Arts program starts in the junior high where it is a 
required subjects for all boys. In the 7th and 8th grades the students are 
taught basic woodworking, using primarily hand tools. In these classes 
the students construct small household items such as knicknack shelves, 
spice racks, spoon holders, etc. 


The high school Industrial Arts courses which are offered for one 
year each are advanced woodworking, general metals, electricity and 
electronics. The Industrial Arts Department offers three courses in mech- 
anical drawing with some of this time devoted to blueprint reading and 
offset printing.

Research indicates that many will spend 
close to thirty years working outside of their homes. 


The varied roles women are required to fulfill in adulthood have 
caused us to diversify our teaching and incorporate the use of the most 
up-to-date methods and materials available. 


In order to meet the needs of these young people, we endeavor to 
teach skills in clothing construction, food preparation, textiles, nutri- 
ion, social customs, family relationships, decision-making, problem solv- 
ing and management on a plane commensurate with their grade level. 
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In addition to our five credit high school courses, we are continuing 
with our program of one period a week electives for boys and girls who 
have a desire for greater skill and knowledge in our field on a limited i 


time basis.

8. The total music program encompasses a wide spectrum of educa- i 
tionally centered musical experiences. The total program affects students 
in grades K through 12, 


At the elementary level, music is planned to fit the needs of o 
children both educationally and socially. Classroom plays, dances 
various types, and singing are part of the total music curriculum, and 
are supplemental to the traditional teaching of music theory, syllable 
singing, and listening to worthwhile serious musical selections. Audio- 
visual aids such as the tape recorder, film strips, and phonograph have 
been used more than ever before due to their availability and effectiveness 
in the classroom. 


At the Junior High Level, music is required in grades 7 and 8, and 
due to the greater influx of students, there are more musical needs to be 
met. The formation of a Junior High Chorus attracts many a student to 
participate, whereas only High School students were eligible in the past. 


The three major performing groups — Band, Chorus, and Orchestra, 
have matured musically to a greater extent. Our high school students — 
are auditioning for District, All-State, and Greater Boston Youth Sym- 
phony, and are being accepted on the basis of their musical ability. 


All units, Chorus, Band, and Orchestra, have participated in many 
school activities. The Twirling Association has also lent color by their 
participation at football games.

9. Our effort in the area of organized athletics continues to be an 
attempt to maintain an even balance with our continuing growth in ~ 
school population. This means that we must work toward providing the 
opportunity for all to participate.

A serious effort is made to provide the best possible handwriting program 
within the limits of the financial resources available in our schools. 


The handwriting program, to be effective, must provide adequate 
instructional and motivational materials for the pupils and teachers. 


A good handwriting program must provide sufficient direction on 
the part of the handwriting consultant to keep pupils and teachers in- 


formed of the progress that is being made and the areas that need special 
remedial attention, 


é The handwriting consultant, teachers, and local administrative offi- 
cials should understand the psychological effect of good handwriting on 
parents who are inclined to use the handwriting product as a measure 
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of the effectiveness of teaching in general in the local schools. The 


handwriting product is something that parents can see. 


We who are responsible for the handwriting product in the local 


schools are fully conscious of these factors that are inherent in the 
_ handwriting program and constantly strive to improve our techniques 


and provide effective motivation. 


Following is a statistical summary of the handwriting achievement 
in Millis recorded in June 1966: 78% of the pupils scored Excellent in 
the formal handwriting tests administered at the close of school; 13% 
seored Good; and 9% scored Fair.

Federal Projects and Programs 


The Operation Headstart Program for thirty-two pre-kindergarten 
boys and girls included the services of two teachers, two teacher aides, 
part-time school nurse, part-time psychologist and part-time speech thera- 
pist. This was operated for a period of eight weeks during the summer of 
1966 at the Clyde Brown School. 


In this program physical, social, emotional and cultural aspects were 
included. 


Under Public Law 89-10 Millis has participated in Titles I, II, and II. 
The Title I project was written, submitted, approved and carried on dur- 
ing the summer of 1966 for six weeks. The special program allowed 
Students to strengthen their weak academic areas and also afforded stu- 
dents to participate in a cultural program in the area of art and music. 
This was conducted daily from 8:30 to 11:45 in the Memorial School for 
a period of six weeks. 


Projects were approved for the library program under Title II, Public 
Law 89-10 for both elementary and secondary levels. 


Please read the report on the Title III project, Electronic Laboratory 
in the Elementary Principal’s report. 


Millis has also participated in all phases of the National Defence 
Education Act programs in the areas of English, mathematics, science, 
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reading, foreign languages, history, and geography, and Vocational Ed 
cational Act in the business curriculum. 


Plans are under way to participate in as many federal educatio: 
programs as possible. All but Operation Headstart will be carried on 
1967. Due to technicalities it would appear that this program will 
operate in Millis this year. 


By participating in these programs the students and the school system 
have benefited greatly.

AND MEMORIAL SCHOOLS

The goal of the progressive elementary school is quality educati 
designed to meet the needs of each child. The activities of the school 
directed to meet that goal in several ways. New promising ideas must b 
selected for use. To implement the new ideas teachers and administrato 
must remain flexible and versatile, therefore the professional growth 
of the staff are of paramount importance. There is always within the 
eentral core of the school’s program the twin concepts of a continuing 
concern for children and our way of life. 


The teacher-pupil interaction is the educational process. Throughout 
the school year it is the function of administration to facilitate the pro- 
cess by providing methods, materials and innovations that make the work 
of the teachers more efficient and effective In the fina] analysis it is the 
prepared, interested, enthusiastic and devoted teachers who achieve the 
goal of the year’s work. 


The financial cost of education is always of concern. It is vital to q 
maximize the return on our investment by making wise decisions. The 
budget is not an end in itself, but actually the means by which pre- 
selected educational objectives can be achieved. 


We have been particulary fortunate this year with regard to the 
acquisition of funds from federal sources. Title II granted funds to 
educational innovations of particular promise. Competition was very keen 
and extremely few grants were made. Millis received one of the few in 
Massachusetts for the development of an electronic program laboratory. 
Basically it entails the installation of four dictating machines and thirty- 
five student stations with earphones and selector switches. Any of the four 
machines may be selected by a student upon direction of the teacher. Since 
each machine has a different program the advantage lies in the ability 
to present four different programs to a class at any time. Group size is 
completely flexible. The installation of equipment is now complete and 
the teachers are preparing programs to be used initially in the areas of — 
language arts, developmental reading, remedial reading, special education 
and spelling. Experiments will be continued in other areas in the future. 


The programs undertaken by the students ang teachers during the 
year were many and varied. The students participated in assemblies on 
the traditional and patriotic holidays. All children participated in one 
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asse mbly during the year. Various educational and entertaining movies 
wer < also shown to supplement the programs. Resources from outside the 
‘school were utilized in assemblies concerning safety, conservation, Junior 
‘Red Cross activities, etc. The Cultural Enrichment Committee of the 
‘Millis Parent-Teacher Association also provide field trips and assemblies 
‘of educational and entertainment value throughout the year. We are 
indebted to them for helping to provide a broader program than would 
otherwise be possible. 


Parents played a prominent part in the life of the school. There 
"were many individual parent conferences, but also many organized group 
“activities. 


The teachers had an extremely busy, but rewarding, year. As well as 
their educational and supervisory duties they served on committees de- 
signed to improve the overall growth of the school’s program through re- 

search and development. 


An award system has been organized for fifth and sixth grade 
students that recognizes service, scholarship and physical fitness. 


In conclusion, in behalf of the faculty of the elementary schools, I 
thank all of the people of the Town of Millis who have, through their 
; esoperation, contributed to make this a particularly pleasant and success- 
' ful school year. 


REPORT OF THE JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


William A. Vellante, Principal 


There have been many revisions in the science discipline in recent 
_ years. After study was made of the new approaches, new science curricula 
were introduced at the high school level in September. 


The theme of the chemistry course is currently referred to as CHEM 

_ Study (Chemical Education Material Study). The major difference beween 

_ traditional chemistry and the new approach is the shift of emphasis from 

descriptive chemistry toward the chemical principles. Another less ob- 

vious approach of the CHEM Study is the systematic presentation of the 
relationship between experimentation and theory. 
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Biology has also undergone revision in recent years. In actuality, th 
approach to the teaching of biology has changed to such an extent that a 
Biological Science Curriculum Study was established for the purpose of © 
formulating a basic policy regarding the biological sciences. Because of 
the growing scientific advancement, there is about four times as much 

significant knowledge today as there was in 1930. Therefore, highly 
selective developments, together with the most profound insights of the 
older biology, were included in the new approach. The emphasis is on 
investigative process of science and the history of scientific ideas. > 


Science which is an outgrowth of the space age. It is designed to give 
ninth grade student an understanding of the world around him. Efforts — 
are made to convey to the student the nature of the problems with which © 
the earth scientist deals, the methods he uses to solve his problems, and 
the bases for his hypotheses. The background information then offers the 
student the opportunity to inquire about geology, oceanography, astron- 
omy, meteorology and climatology. 


Student activities in the school continue to progress. In addition to the © 
many traditional activities of graduation, socials, honor societies, athletics © 
and intramurals, many students have been engaged in cultural and intel- 
lectual programs. Students have visited the Museum of Fine Arts, attend- 
ed Shakespearean plays and lecture series at the Museum of Science, ~ 
M. I. T., and Simmons, have assessed the humanities by participating in 
Oratorical Contests, and have written essays on democracy and peace. — 
Students have been selected to participate in the All-State Orchestra, . 
Band, Chorus, Regional Drama Festivals and Science Fairs. : 


Communication with the citizenry concerning the Junior-Senior High ~ 
School activities is usually revealed through programs such as: Visiting ~ 
Night during American Education Week, honor society assemblies, ath- — 
letic events, musical presentations, Science Fair, social events, Senior ~ 
Week which includes Graduation and Class Day, counseling nights for — 
parents of incoming seventh and ninth grade students, and individual - 
conferences with administrators, counselors, and teachers. 


The importance of counseling at the secondary level cannot be over- 
emphasized. An important phase of the guidance services is to assist each 
student in assessing his strengths and weaknesses in relation to his future — 
plans. Parents or guardians are encouraged to maintain close communica- 
tion with the personnel of the guidance department. 


In addition to conducting faculty meetings, the Principal continues 


to meet with teachers individually. Aspects of the school curriculum are 
discussed and reviewed. 
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The agencies in the community continue to be most cooperative with 
and generous to the secondary school. Most recently, the Pilgrim Fellow- 
ship Scholarship of $500 was established by the Fellowship Group of the 
‘Congregational Church. 


In addition to the above, Millis High School graduates have received 
@wards from the Citizens Scholarship Foundation, the American Legion, 
the Auxiliary, the P. T. A., religious groups, the Boosters Club, and the 
Lions Club. 


Last June a two year progress report of the Junior-Senior High 
School was sent to the New England Association of Colleges and Secon- 
dary Schools and the Commission approved the progress report and com- 
Mended the personnel for carrying out its responsibilities. 


The Principal extends his appreciation to the students and school 
personnel for their cooperation. He also gratefully acknowledges the 
interest and cooperation of Dr. Roy and the School Committee. 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 
Jacob J. Zalvan, M.D., Director 


The Medical Department spent the greater part of the first semester 
_ €xamining about 850 pupils of the elementary and junior-senior schools. 
In the Spring, we examined about 150 new kindergarten pupils. The most 
“common defects were found in the feet; second in prevalence were ab- 
" Hormalities in the throat ang teeth. Physical development and nutrition — 
_ Obesity and underweight — were next in importance. There were several 
“with definite postural and orthopedic problems. We gave an annual 
‘check-up to those with heart defects. As usual, important defects that 
‘Tequired immediate remedial measures were reported to the parents 
_ and assurances received that our suggestions would be followed. 


' Our athletes had a very good season, and fortunately there were 
M0 serious injuries. There was no contagion in the schools. The Board of. 
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Health, through the Millis Visiting Nurse Association, again sponsored 
the annual immunization clinics for polio and diptheria, tetanus and 
whooping cough. For the first time tetanus immunization was offered 
to adults, and although a good number availed themselves of this opp or- 


personnel without whose dedicated help our program could not bk 
successful. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
Mytle A. Coldwell, R.N. 


Health appraisals were done by Dr. Zalvan at the Pre-School Re- 
gistrations in May for all incoming Kindergarten children. In the fall, Dr. 
Zalvan examined children entering our school system for the first time; 
and pupils in the alternate grades. Parents whose children were found 


to have a condition needing attention were asked to consult their family © 
physician for treatment. 


Vision and hearing “screening” was done on all children in the grades ~ 
at some time during the year, and, if a child failed this screening, the 
parent was notified in order that the child receive adequate treatment. 
These “screenings” are helpful in picking up certain eye or ear condi- 
tions, but do not detect all of them, and, if a parent suspects his child 


is having difficulty in either of these areas, a check with a qualified 
person should be made. 


Again this year, dental clinics sponsored by the Millis Board of 
Health were held for the pupils in the lower elementary grades. Ma 


of these children received dental care as advised by Dr. Brown, School 
Dentist. 
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This year the Tufts Dental School Research project ended, While 
hases of this program were difficult to handle in the classroom situa- 
ion, there were areas of great worth. 


Again this year the Norfolk County Hospital as part of its Tubercu- 
‘losis Detection Program, which is sponsored by the Christmas Seal Sale, 
= _ cooperated with the Millis Schools in doing Heaf Tests on all children 
a ‘in grades 1 - 7 and 11 whose parents requested that this screening be done. 
a “Since Tuberculosis is again becoming a major health problem, we urge 
Hy ; all families to follow up any questionable conditions. 


This past year clinics for protection against Diphtheria, Whooping 
_ Cough and Tetanus were made available to Millis children. 


Sabin Vaccine for protection against Poliomyelitis was offered to grade 
1 and pre-schoolers in an effort to adequately protect this younger group 
' who might not have received total protection previously. 


- Consultants from the Greater Framingham Mental Health Association, 
met periodically with principals, faculty members and the nurse. These 
¥ conferences have helped the teacher to better understand the young- 
: Sters about whom they are concerned. For some, this is not enough, and 
_ it becomes necessary either to refer the family to the Center for help, 
_ or to another similar unit. 


In March, Mrs. Helen Brodeur, a long-time member of the nursing 
_ staff, accepted another position. Her work in behalf of Millis families will 
be missed.
